Records of County Delegation 
January 10, 1946 


The first meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was held in 
the House Gallery, directly after the close of the afternoon session, 
for the purpose of organization. 

The meeting was called to order by Representative Beaman of 
Cornish; proceeded to election of chairman. Representatives Oakes 
and Cummings were nominated. Proceeded to ballot with the following 
results: whole number of votes cast 18, necessary for choice 10. Rep. 
Cummings had 7, Rep. Oakes had 11. Rep. Oakes having a majority of 
votes cast was elected. Rep. Cummings moved the nomination be de- 
clared unanimous. 

Proceeded to election of clerk. Representatives Gardner and 
Bailey were nominated. Rep. Bailey declined nomination and _ re- 
quested nomination of Rep. Gardner be declared unanimous. 

The following delegates answered the roll call: Hamlin of Charles- 
town, Beaman of Cornish, Beaudry, Cahalan, Oakes, Quimby of 
Claremont, Riley of Croydon, Bowlby of Goshen, Walker of Gran- 
tham, Pelton of Langdon, Smith of Lempster, Bailey, Cummings, 
Kelly, Farmer of Newport, Read of Plainfield, Gardner of Spring- 
field, Russell of Sunapee and Callum of Unity.

2nd Meeting 


The Sullivan County Delegation met in room 120 in Annex di- 
rectly following the afternoon session, Tuesday, February 20th, for 
the purpose of discussion and adoption of budget. 

Roll Call— President: Frank W. Hamlin of Charlestown, George 
W. Angus, Alexis Beaudry, Francis J. Cahalan, Calvin Oakes, Erwin 
W. Quimby, all of Claremont, Lena Read of Plainfield, William E. 
Beaman of Cornish, Edith Gardner of Springfield, Leland L. Riley of 
Croydon, Lenley Y. Bowlby of Goshen, Allen W. Walker of Grantham, 
Frances E. Pelton of Langdon, Elsie C. Bailey of Newport, Maurice H. 
Cummings, Frank N. Farmer, John R. Kelly also of Newport, T. 
Oliver Russell of Sunapee, George S. Callum of Unity, Thomas C. 
Smith of Lempster. 

While waiting for County Commissioners to arrive, Mr. Stanley 
Colby, farm agent discussed the duties of his department and es- 
pecially those necessitated by the war. Special emphasis was made on 
recruiting and placing of farm help and the aid the forester was to 
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the farmer in advising about timber operations and estimating his 
timber. 

A discussion then followed on Court House expenses, explana- 
tion being made by Mr. Cummings of Newport. Next the right of the 
Federal government to send prison inspector to County Jail without 
permission of County Commissioners, was questioned. 

County Commissioners Walter Howland, Alfred Pierce and Fred 
H. Perry arrived and chairman proceeded with the business. Com- 
missioner Howland explained in detail the proposed budget for 1945. 
All commissioners answered questions of delegates. 

The Delegation then went into executive session. Motion by Bea- 
man of Cornish that $500.00 appropriated for forestry be so listed in 
the budget and be used for that purpose only. Motion was carried 
unanimously. Next a motion by Angus of Claremont that the $2000.00 
appropriated to add to the insurance money for building a barn at the 
County Home, be earmarked for that purpose only, to come out of 
County Home expenditure figure. Motion carried unanimously. 

Names of budget committee announced as follows: Chairman, 
Beaudry of Claremont; Clerk, Russell of Sunapee; Beaman of Cornish; 
Quimby of Claremont; Cummings of Newport. 

The budget committee reccommended the following reductions in 
budget as submitted by commissioners:

Mr. Cummings of Newport moved we adopt the following reso- 
lution: Resolved: That. beginning with the year 1945 all expense 
accounts of the County Officers shall be printed in detail in the County 
Report. 


Mr. Angus moved that budget committee be. appointed as a 
committee to investigate necessary expenditures at register of deeds 
office at Newport, and investigate heating conditions at County 
Home. Motion unanimously carried. Motion to adjourn unanimous.

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Law of the State of New Hamp- 
shire the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the 
Annual Report of the County Commissioners, the County Home, and 
House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, Clerk of Court, 
Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of the County Home for the year 
ending December 31, 1945. 

In presenting our annual report, with all bills paid, we have again 
operated within our budget, as a whole, as authorized by the County 
Convention, although some departments have been overdrawn. 


Relief 


The relief in the County has been a little less than in 1944. It 
consists, as usual, mostly of medical, fuel, and cash allowances. We 
have received a few cases from the various towns, who, having re- 
ceived assistance from the towns, they come from, for five consecutive 
years, automatically become the obligation of the County. This in turn 
adds to our relief expenditures. 


County Home 


Expenses at the County Home continue to be high in keeping 
with the price structure which was brought on by the conditions in 
the Country in the past few years of war. With a very little inmate , 
help, we are employing a large staff of paid help to carry on at the 
farm and the institution. 

The crops, in general have been very good with the exception of 
the potatoes, and this was nearly a failure caused by the heavy rains 
in the fall. It is the opinion of the Commissioners, and the County 
Agent, that the soil on the farm is not suited for potato raising. We 
are to have the soil analyzed to determine if any parts are satisfactory 
for this crop. We are still using the old cow barn that was partly de- 
stroyed by fire in 1944, but are hoping that plans can be made to build 
a new one this year. We have installed a 1000-gallon hot water tank 
to replace the 250 gallon one which was too small. Now with this larger 
one there is plenty of hot water at all times. 


Temperature Room 


A new Low Temperature Room has been installed and is a very 
valuable addition to the equipment. By its use we can store all of our 
meats, fruits, and vegetables. When our beef, pork, and poultry reach 
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their maximum weight they can be slaughtered and placed in this 
room, while under the old system often we would have to keep and 
feed these longer than it was practicable, causing too much expense. 


Sales 


It is still the policy of the County Commissioners not to sell our 
surplus products to the retail trade. When we do have a surplus it is 
offered to the wholesale merchants, as we do not wish to compete with 
the local retailers. 


Cooperation 


To the citizens of Sullivan County who have assisted us in our 
work during the past year, to all those employed by the County, 
Town Officials, State Officials, Chaplain, Physician, and to all Clubs, 
and Organizations who have so kindly contributed to the welfare and 
happiness of the inmates and patients at the County Institution, we 
are sincerely grateful. 


Superintendent and Matron 


It has been a pleasure to work with our Superintendent and 
Matron, Mr. and Mrs. William H. George. It is a great task to manage 
an Institution like ours, especially in these trying times, and we con- 
sider they have been very efficient, and we wish to thank them for 
their fine cooperation in making the home a pleasant place for many 
to live in. 


Invitation to the Public 


We, as Commissioners invite the citizens and the public in general 
to visit the Home and inspect it thoroughly, then to report to us your 
findings. You might have suggestions that would be helpful to us, and 
the Superintendent and Matron. We are sure you will be cordially 
received and find the Superintendent and Matron very hospitable.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the accounts and 
records of the Board of County Commissioners, County Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Superior Court afd Superintendent of the County Home. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Revised Balance Sheets (Exhibit I—1943 & Exhibit I—1944): 
Certain revisions were made in the Balance Sheets, as originally 
made out, as of December 31, 1943 and December 31, 1944. 
In the Balance Sheet of December 31, 1943, the following change 
was made: 
Accounts Payable, representing bills incurred prior to the fiscal 
year of 1943 and outstanding as of December 31, 1943, amounting 
to $425.05, added to the liabilities. 
This resulted in a Net Debt as of December 31, 1943, of $104,166.28, 
as compared to a Net Debt of $103,741.23, which was originally 
reported. 
The Balance Sheet of December 31, 1944, was revised as follows: 
Appropriation Balances: 
Unexpended balances of appropriations amounting to $9,354.00, 
were added to the liabilities. These were as follows: 
(1) Cottage for Help at County Home -$2,500.00 
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(2) Replace Fire Loss a/e Barn at County Home — -$6,854.00 
Item No. 2 is actually a reserve fund representing the amount 
of insurance received on account of fire loss at the county home 
barn. 
These additions to the liabilities resulted in a Net Debt. of $99,179.61, 
as compared to a Net Debt of $89,825.61, as originally reported.

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Sullivan County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY HOME 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Home were examined. Receipts of the Home were checked by source 
through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in the 
cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
remittances made to the County Treasurer. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The accounts and records of all county officials which were ex- 
amined were found in good condition and the accounting procedure 
conformed to the standard procedure prescribed by this Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws of 1939, 
a copy of this report or a summary of its essential features should 
be published in the next annual report of the County. This letter of 
transmittal should be included in its entirety.

To the Board of Commissioners, 
Sullivan County. 


Gentlemen: — 


As we enter the new year with all its uncertainties it is well to 
pause and review the work of the past year. As can be seen from the re- 
port of the Commissioners there have been several substantial improve- 
ments made at the Home, which, with the never ending maintenance 
work have cost a considerable sum. Labor costs are constantly in- 
creasing, due to higher wages, shorter working hours, and the fact 
that very few of our inmates are now able to work, and the small 
number of prisoners serving in the House of Correction. 

Costs of purchased supplies, medicines, feed for the live stock 
have steadily increased. 

The income from the surplus farm products, milk, eggs, vegetables, 
etc. have increased but little. 

However, in spite of all this, the balance against the Home has 
been decreased from the preceding year, a matter of nearly six thou- 
sand dollars. . 

The Home has been particularly fortunate in so far as labor has 
been concerned, the turnover has been small, the personnel loyal and 
conscientious. 

The Hospital has been filled nearly to capacity with many diffi- 
cult cases, and we wish to express our warmest appreciation for the 
untiring efforts or our nurses and attendants. 

Our Chaplain Rev. Carter and Mrs. Carter have brought hap- 
piness to many of the sick and aged. ? 

The moving pictures and entertainments every two weeks are 
greatly enjoyed and furnish food for thought and conversation. 

The sick are particularly appreciative of the many beautiful 
flowers and gifts that have been donoted. We feel that the friends and 
relatives of the people who make their homes here, should make every 
effort to visit them as frequently as possible. 

We have enjoyed the complete support and cooperation of the 
board of Commissioners and feel in spite of adverse conditions and 
trying situations, progress has been made. 

We wish to thank one and all, who have worked with us and made 
it possible to look to the coming year with courage and faith.
